Raisin-Making. 


The United States is the greatest 


raisin-consuming country in the world, 
und usos annually more raisins than 
the whole of Europe. This market is 
mainly supplied from Spain, the raisins 
known as " Malagas" being considered 
the best. They come from a compar- 
atively narrow strip of country in the 
south' of Spain, which has hitherto 
been regarded as surpassing all other 
regions for raisins of that character. 
The annual yield of Malaga grapes 
averages 2,250,000 boxes of twenty 
pounds each. It sometimes reaches 
2,500,000 boxes; last season about 2,000,- 
000 boxes were marketed. Of this 
enormous yield the United States takes 
fully one-half, on which it pays a duty 
—as on all other raisins— of 2J cents 
per pound. Tho American raisins are 
made from a white grape, the " Muscat 
of Alexandria," to the raising of 
which the soil and climate of a large 
portion of California are well adapted. 
The vino begins to bear somewhat in 
the second year, although the full bear- 
ing capacity is not developed until it is 
five years old, and continue to boar 
for about half a century, and sometimes 
for seventy-five years. In the cultiva- 
tion of raisin-grapes American grape- 
growers have little to learn from Spain, 
but in the curing and packing of the

The Distance of the Stars. 
j 


Evory one knows that some stars 


have had their distance measured, and 
it is very commonly supposed that the 
same is true of many, if not the major- 
ity, and that the determination of the 
distance is reasonably accurate. Noth- 
ing could be more erroneous. In the first 
place, astronomers have succeeded in 
getting results only in about twenty 
cases, and with all but the nearest half- 
dozen the uncertainty ranges from 10 
to full 50 per cent, of the whole dis- 
tance. 
In the case of thenearest star known, 


a Centauri, • the distance of which is 
about 200,000 times our distance from 
the sun, tho uncertainty is perhaps not 
much more than 5 per cent., if so much; 
but in the case (of the pole-star, which 
is twenty times' as remote according 
to tho latest results, it is really doubtful 
whether its distance may not be as 
small as only tenfold that of a Centtairi, 
or on tho other hand as great as forty 
or fifty fold. We do not know, and 
cannot find out until our present means 
and methods of measurement shall 
have been greatly improved. 


This uncertainty, however, is not 


due to any coarseness or want of pre- 
cision of astronomical as compared with 
other scientific measurements; nomoro 
delicate or refined methods of observa- 
tion have over boon applied than those 
by means of which the stellar distances 
have been investigated. The difficulty 
is double; tho quantity to be measured 
is almost unimaginably small; and the 
measurements, from the nature of the 
case, cannot be made at the same time 
ttiid under similar circumstances, but 
only at intervals of several months and 
under widely different conditions. 


Now what are the considerations 


which will enable us to decide, us to 
any particular star, whether it is prob- 
ably near or remote? They are prin-4 
cipally two, and neither of them is ab- 
solutely decisive. 


In the first place, since the nearer a 


star is to us the brighter it will seom. 
we are justified in assuming that tho 
brighter stars, as n class, are nearer 
than the fainter, so that if a star is 
brilliant its proximity is to a certain 
extent probable; but only probable, for 
a moment's inspection of results thus 
far obtained shows that, several stars, 
so faint as to be invisible to the naked 
eye, are really nearer than Sirius. 


A second, and on tho whole more 


valuable, indication of proximity is 
found in the magnitude of what is 
technically called the " proper motion" 
of a star. " We find, by comparing ob- 
servations mnde ut wide intervals of 
time, that most stars "drift" to a very 
observable extent in the course of a 
century or two, this drift being due in 
part to the motion of the sun itself in 
space and partly to that of tho star. 
Now it is obvious that, other things 
being equal, if a star wore brought 
nearer, its apparent motion in the sky 
would be greater. 
And hence, vice, 


versa, wo may inf'T that those stars 
which show a rapid movement are, ns 
a c2o.ii, nearer than those which seem 
to be sensibly stationary. At tho same 
. 


time, when we come to comparisons 
between individual stars, it is impossi- 
ble to say that of two which appear to 
move at "unequal rates the faster is tho 
nearer; for the nearer may be moving,

Tho inquiries that furnish the basis 


of these latter calculations wore direct- 
ed to ascertain what proportion of the 
bereaved marry again and what rela- 
tion the number bears to that of ccli- 
jates of the same age who nssniuo- the 
blissful bonds. Tho above-mentioned 
consideration of health and long life, ap- 
pear to have nothing lo do with the re- 
sult. At all events, l.ho learned doctor 
makes an entirely different application 
of his figures. His purpose is to indi- 
cate tho ellecl of experience on the in- 
climttioa of those who havo once veu- 
Snred, with happy results or otherwise. 
What he expected to prove is not alto- 
gether clear. He finds,'after assiduous 
ciphering 
from carefully concealed 


data, that of 1,000 bachelors between 
the ages of 25 and 35 about 110 enter 
tho state of matrimony in the course of 
a year. Of 1,000 widower.s of tho same 
ages-366 is the yearly number that take 
the yoke. Now this may indicate that 
the hoppinestt :uul the advantages of 
the married state exceed in actual ex- 
perience tlie anticipation and belief of 
those who have not made tho trial, or 
it may not. Doubtless it shows that at 
least wedded life loses some of its ter- 
rors for one who h«s had experience of 
it. 
l't>ssibly the widower who made a 


mistake for tho first time in the blind- 
ness of youthful ar<dk»r is conscious of 
an ability, acquired by sober observa- 
tion, to do better a second timo. Ho 
may or may not have found matrimony 
all that his'ardent hopes had pictured 
it, but ho very likely reaches a sober 
and u n romantic state of mind in which 
ho fcols that he can make a choice on 
good common-sense principles. Then 
there is the fact that; in many easos he 
has children that noml the euro of a 
mother, which may exert a powerful 
influence over his notion. And hero 
again it is shown that the same rule ap- 
plies to women tiB-to- men, but not to 
tho same extent. Another clans to

In selecting stars for tho investiga- 


tion of their parallax, we must, then, 
necessarily choose those which have 
others apparently near them showing 
no signs of proximity to our system, 
and wo should give the preference to 
those which are' either very brilliant 
or have a considerable annual drift. 
Thoro nre only a few stars which ful- 
fill all the conditions, but those which 
do havo not yet all been invostigated, 
and there is "here open an important 
field for the labors of any who will 
take up the subject. 


It was just said that we must neces- 


sarily select such stars as had other 
convenient reference stars near them. 
The star a Centnuri forms a single ex- 
ception to this general principle. Its 
parallax of nine-tenths of a second, 
more than twice that of any othor 
known star, is detectable, and was 
actually discovered by Maclear and 
Henderson in 18:S7, not by measuring 
ite position with reference to neighbor- 
ing stars, but by direct observations o 
its right ascension and deolinatioi 
which refer its position to the axis p 
the earth. 
When Pond tried to obtain 


the parallax of a Ltjrie, some years 
previously, by similar observations a 
Greenwich, ho came upon the singulai 
result of a minute negative parallax 
that is, the star appeared to havo I 
slight annual displacement precise!; 
opposite to what it ought to havo 
This would locate tho stair, as has been 
said, " somewhere on tho other side o 
nowhere," or at more than indofinit 
distance.

Mnrrlttge and Divorce Statistics. 


A French doctor, Bortillon by name, 


a person with a taste for figures, miti- 
gated by an appreciation of the popu- 
lar preference for what concerns the 
personal life und experience of mankind 
in the concrete, has made some curious 
studies in the statistics of matrimony, 
with a view to extracting therefrom 
such practical suggestions as they may 
contuin. 


The first question which he under- 


takes to throw light upon is whether it 
is healthy ami conducive to long life to 
marry. Those who are married already 
and propose to "remain as they are ' 
will be gratified to leurn that he reaches 
an affirmative conclusion, while those 
who are weddod only to themselves will 
be likely to cast cynical slurs on the 
correctness of bis calculations. 
He 


finds that those who share their joys 
and sorrows, and perhaps multiply 
them at the same time, will stand 
" the thousand natural shocks that flesh 
is heir to" much better than those who 
attempt to bear the burden of life alone. 
There is a single exception which 
should convey a wholesome warning 
There is an altogether abnormal rate 
of mortality among those foolish people 
who marry under the age of twenty. 
But, taking 1,000 nmrried men from 
twenty-five to thirty years of age, h« 
finds that only six die yearly, while o:

a like number of bachelors ten droi 
off. 
Perhaps some of the latter perish 


on account of persistent and unavaling 
efforts to get married and the miser;

Co-Operation. 


Br co-operation, as the tern) to now 


used, in meant an association •*' per- 
sons for establishing and keeping a 
store, in which ita momburs purchase 
their supplies, and the protits of which 
ant also divided among them. 


For many years it has )>ocn thought 


practicable to set up such stores, and 
thus to enable the poorer classes both 
to obtain their goods cheaper und bet- 
tor than at the ordinary stores, and to 
havo a distinct interest in the business 
to which they thus contributed. 


The tint suoc'-ssfnl attempt to do 


titis was begun at the large manufac- 
turing Town of HochdnJe, in Kngland, 
the home of John Bright, about thirty 
years ago. 
A poor weaver, who found 


tha* his and his fellow-workmen's 
boinehold expenses were too high, as 
compared with thoir wages, conceived 
Ihe idea that they might) combine to- 
gether and run a store for themselves. 
They would thus, ho thought, procure 
their goods at wholesale prkws, and 
save tho protits made by the retail 
dealers; they would be more fc»re to got 
pure articles, since the storekeepers 
were thoir own customers, ami so were 
personally interested to procure what 
was good; and they might rew for 
themselves whatever profit tho sales of 
tho storo yielded. 


With six other weavers in tho facto- 


ry ho set ul-riut carrying his plow into 
execution. They put 
together 
the 


scant savings they were able to m*ke 
from their wages, borrowed what liatte 
additional funds they could, and hiring; 
iv little l.iilding. in tho town, at Ikwt 
opened a store. 


Not long aftl'iv this first successful 


co-operative store was placed on a very 
effective basis, and from it Has grown 
that extensive co-operative system 
which has spread over Kngland, and i» 
now finding a foothold in the Unified 
States, known as the "Kochdale plan." 


This system is, in brief, an- follows: 


First a number of1 men got together, 
and subscribe and pay in a ccrtaim 
amount of capital, with which1 lo begin 
operations, and which also servos as a 
reserve. For the money thus loaned! 
each man rucolvos-a moderate annual 
interest in proportion to the amount 
ho has put in, and roomves his-propor- 
tional number of shares. 


But in the meetings of the no-opera- 


tion thus formed, each shareholder has- 
ono vote, and ono only, no matter how 
mnny or how few ttliaros he holds. 
This, il is seen, is entirely different 
from tho practice of all othor <x>rpora- 
tliins, for in them a-man bus as many 
votes as ho bos shares, und tllo moix< 
shares ho holds the more votes ho has, 
and tho greater his influence on the 
conduct of tho concern. 


Tho object of the co-aperativo socie- 


ties in making all shareholders equal 
in their voting power is to provent nny 
ono man, or any hetoftn«n, from obtain- 
ing ns they often do in othor compa- 
nies, a controlling authority. 


Now when tho storo is started, a 


schedule of prices i* adopted so as to 
give a slight profit to the store, and 
tho shareholders make their purchases 
from It. Every timo a shareholder 
buys anything ho is given a check, 
stating the amount h« has expended 
for goods. Ho carofully keeps those 
checks. 


At the end of tho your, when the ac- 


counts are balanced,' whutovcr profits 
havo boon mude are divided into two 
purls. First, the interest? on tho capi- 
tal is paid from them, U) those who 
have contributed. 
Next—and this is 


the main principle of 'th« co-operative 
system—what 
IH left of profits after 


paying interest on Ihe uupilal, is di- 
vided among those shareholders who 
have made purchases at the store du- 
ring tho year in 
proportion to tho 


amount each has purchased. 


For Instance, if a man who has pur- 


chased say ono hundred dollars' worth 
of goods during the year, receives as 
his share of the protits five dollars, one 
who had bought fifty dollars' worth, 
would get two dollars and a half; one 
who had bought twenty-live dollars' 
worth would get ono dollar and a. 
quarter; that is, each gets his share of 
profits according to the sum ho hati- 
spent at the storo. 


H will be seen tha* hy this system,

I observed, however, that 
when WD uame out of tho water there* 
was not HO largo a (le)ioBit of Halt crys- 
tals on th» body an atM r a batli in iiu.lt 
Lake, and tho feeling of the skin, in- 
stead of b»ing dry and prickly, as I «x- 
pocted, was rather oil.v and sticky. 
Our din««r that night won seasoned 
with unto made from iUoad-Sea water 
by HoUur evaporation. It was a little 
lighter in color than the best urticit, of 
brown sugar. Its crystal* were large 
and »ard, and, thoagh foreign. »ub- 
Htanciw were evidently present iu con- 
siderable quantity, i* was not unpleas- 
ant to the taste. I was told that two 
quarts of the wutur will produce one 
quart of salt, but this is probably an 
exaggeration. To complete the statis- 
tics of this remarkable body of water, 
1 may add what many of ny readers 
may already kaow—that there is no 
living thing of any kind in it; that even 
the driftwood brought down by the 
Hoods in the Jordan is speedily cast 
upon iU Hhores; that it* length U about 
forty-five and it* groatwtt width about 
ten miles; that il is over 1,300 feet deep 
at Ihe deepest place; and thai the im- 
mense quantity of froth water poured 
Into it dailv U undoubtedly taken up 
by evaporation, M iu great depth be- 
low the basin of the Mediterranean 
must preclude the idea of a subtor- 
raoe*B outlet."

Ho sets himself to a new work, 
ic it mental or physical; his inind bo- 
:ornes an emporium for the produce 
if that, one particular culture, and he is 
in respect to that not far removed from 


monomaniac. From the day tlrat he 


is completely enamored of the upiteml 
[nirsiiit, it is little indeed he is good for 
nit of it in hours apart, from the nom- 
iiiin vocation of his life.

Me joins with others in it who are not 
so skillful us himself; envious if he

Street Suits. 


STREET suits this season are almost
